METROPOLIS GAINS 
ABOUT 9 PER CENT 
DUNLAP TO SPEAK 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Census 
supervisors here today estimated 
New York’s population would show 
an increase of approximately 9 per 
cent over the metropolitan count in 
1920. 
They fix the 1930 count in 
the neighborhood of 6,150,000. 
If tile supervisors' estimate is 
correct, the gain in population will 
be the smallest In percentage re­ 
corded for a decade since the fret 
federal census in 1790.

The count in 1920 was 5,620,048.
